SACRAMENTO, Feb. 28.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] Notification has been 
received here that the remainder of 
the Southern California orange crop 
handled by the Southern Pacific is to 
come Sacramento commenc- 
ing March 1, instead of over the 
southern route. 

During the coldest part of the win- 
ter the oranges are shipped south to 
prevent freezing, but the schedule 16 
being changed a little earlier than 
usual this season. 

Orange trains run on a fast sched-

Ore Concentrator of Design in Use 
in Most of the Mining Camps of

Priority of patent on an ore con- 
centrator and allegations of misdi- 
rected profits estimated at $2,000,000 
are the features in a patent suit be- 
ing tried before Judge Welldorn of 
the United States District Court. 

The action as originally brought was 
the Mine and Smelter Supply Com- 
pany against Jacob Lampert and 
others, alleging infringement of a 
patent issued to Arthur R. Wilfey, 
but the issues of the cage are being 
threshed out in a  cross-complaint 
filed by the defendants. In this cross- 
complaint it is charged that the sup- 


ply company has infringed a patent 


granted Lampert in 1894, one-half 
interest in which was later trans- 
ferred to P. B. McCabe. The Wilfey 
patent, according to the claims of the 
eross-complaint, was not allowed at 
Washington. until 1897. 

The prayer is for an accounting of 
profits said to have been made by the 
supply company, a restraining order 
enjoining the corporation from deal- 
ing in any way with the ore concen- 
trator and damages in three times 
the amount of the award on the ac- 
counting. 

It is being shown by the testimony 
that the device claimed under the 
patents issued to Lampert and Wil- 
fey have been in general use in the 
mining sections of the West ever 
since the contrivance was placed on 


the market. 


On the part of the Mine and Smel- 
ter Supply Company it is alleged that 
Lampert had no right or interest in 
the patent under which the company 
is operating, and therefore is entitled 
to take nothing at the hands of the 
court.

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MEXICAN THREAT. 

The situation in Mexico is very grave. 
The private secretary of President Madero 
announces in the columns of the Daily 
Mexican—the organ of the administration— 
that “every American in Mexico would 
probably be slaughtered at first news that 
the American flag has crossed the border.” 
The inspiration for this barbarous utter- 
ance may be found in the statement of 
Madero’s secretary that “Maderism, Zapa- 
tism, Vasquism and every ism would be 


forgotten in joining forces to repel the in- 


terloper, no matter what his intentions or 


what grounds he may have for intervening.” | 


These utterances have caused the dawn- 
ing of a possibly unwarranted suspicion 
that Madero will do all in his power 
to provoke the United States into send- 
Ing its troops across the border to pro- 
tect its citizens and will call this inva- 
sion and make it an excuse for rallying 
all the factions in Mexico to support his 
tottering dynasty by the cry of “resisting 
invasion.” The trick is not new. It was 
tried seventy years ago by Antonio Lopez 
de Santa Ana, who availed himself of simi- 
lar conditions to precipitate a war between 
Mexico and the United States for the pur- 
pose of rallying factions in Mexico to his 
support. He succeeded temporarily, ail. 
though in the end he lost the Presidency 
as well as California. — , 

The method of provoking a war, suggest- 
ed by Madero’s private secretary, is bar- 
barous, cruel and wicked and such as never 
has been resorted to by any civilized or 
semi-civilized nation. When war was de- 
clared between France and Germany each 
power gave subjects of the other residing 
within its borders an opportunity to ar- 
range their business affairs and peaceably 


depart, and those who did not depart were 


not “massacred,” as the secretary of Madero 
proposes that citizens of the United States 
residing in Mexico shall be if the United 
States shall intervene, “no matter with 
what intentions or on what grounds.” 
Madero must be in desperate straits if he 
permitted his secretary to issue the semi-of - 
ficial brutal pronunciamiento of an intention 
to massacre Americans which appeared in 
the Mexican paper on Tuesday. The duty 
of our government in the premises is clear. 
It is, first of all, to afford no shadow of pre- 
text to Mexico to make complaint against 
us. We should thoroughly police our bor- 
der and prevent any armed men or any 
considerable number of unarmed men from 
crossing the line. El Paso, Douglas, No- 
gales, Lalexico and Tia Juana should be 
heavily garrisoned, and every southbound 
traveler required to give an account of him- 
self. 
Our courts and their officials should be 
vigilant to break up such hatching nests of 
conspiracy against the Mexican govern- 
ment as are said to exist in Los Angeles 
by vigorous and prompt prosecution of vio- 
lators of the neutrality law. We should 


| strictly perform all obligations imposed 


upon us by the law of nations and by our 
treaty with Mexico. It would be well to 
warn Americans living in Mexico who may 
suffer violence, or loss of froperty, or both, 
to miake accurate schedules of their losses 
as a basis for future claims and return to 
their own country, —— | 

And if, in despite of all our precautions 
and our faithful performance of treaty ob- 
ligations, our citizens shall need the pro- 
tection of an.armed force on either side of 
the line, let us extend that protection 
promptly and fearlessly, and if, as a con-

The dictograph was used in working up 
the case against the bribe-takers in the 
Ohio Legislature. It was surreptitiously 
placed by the government in the desk of 
President Ryan of the Structural Ironwork- 
ers’ Union and furnished valuable evidence 
of the complicity of the “higher-ups” in the 
McNamara crimes. 

Conspirators will consult their safety by 
learning the deaf and dumb alphabet, and 
even then their sign language may be pho- 
tographed in some way by secret cameras. 
On the whole, the seclusion granted by a 
middle-of-the-road talk will be a house of 
refuge for plotters.

“The impact of two colliding suns,” he 
said, “results in the formation of a third 
body; a brilliant star flashes out and be- 
comes permanent.

Such lisions are not accidental, and do 
not occur at random. Gravitation is in- 
cluded among a number of agencies tending 
to develop collisions; before suns come into 
collision they fall toward each other and 
get up speed for hundreds of years. 

“The tremendous speed thus developed is 
stopped suddenly in the colliding parts and 
converted into heat. Thus, in about an 
hour a new star is born, explosive force 
expands it, and it swells out its diameter 
at a speed of millions of miles an hour.”
